Colonel Mcquail opened meeting by stating that he had received- 
word that there may be a repetition of a raid and attack on the "J* 
US mission house in Potsdam. Expressing concern, Colonel McQuail.^, 
asked Colonel Sergeyev what measures will be taken by the SoviotS(Q 
to insure that a repetition of the attack and violation of rightc(j| 
will not occur. After a pause Colonel Sergeyev answered, "I CO 
don't know of any such information. You personal safety is 
insured. You know why it happened (demonstration) and I don't 
think it will reoccur." Colonel McQuail then stated that he was 
not concerned with the demonstration in front of the house, it 
was the violation of the extraterritoriality of the^ grounds afcfl 
house, attacks on the officers and desecration df the f lag. g 
Colonel Sergeyev did not answer. Colonel McQuail fcKes$exp,Ui§fJ 
that ho had five enlisted men and one officer and ap tf^eir ccriij*.M- 
der he is responsible for their safety. He then wQ&fc $n to stijt« 
that it was demonstrated during the riot on thet eijSfcfccsnth tJwffli 
the existing security to prevent a violation of rights and ptii&ads 
guaranteed to mission members by the Huebner-Malinin agreemcn^tfr 
not prove to be sufficient. He then asked Colonel Sergeyev what 
measures have been taken by the Soviets to provide better security. 
Colonel McQuail then asked Colonel Sergeyev point blank whether ho 
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had made a mistake on relying on the German police and leaving the 
US mission personnel unarmed. Colonel Sergeyev answered; "It is 
not necessary to take any other measures. Those measures of security 
which you have now are sufficient. Your worry and concern are 
unnecessary now. Our mission in Frankfurt is guarded by West 
German police s our personnel are also unarmed." Colonel McQuail 
then stated; "My understanding is that you are speaking for the 
commander in chief a group of Soviet forces in Germany s and that 
you are telling me that our personnel are safe from a repetition 
what happened yesterday?" Colonel Sergeyev answered: "Yea sir." 
Colonel McQuail then asked Colonel Sergeyev in view of the fact 
that Colonel Sergeyev was at the Soviet headquarters today 
whether he ha 2 any information to pass on to Colonel McQuail. 
Colonel Sergeyev stated; "I Informed them of your statements." 
At this point Colonel McQuail interjected the fact that his 
statements were a protest and that he is expecting a reply to th>-7 
(see paragraph 3 MLM message 115). Colonel Sergeyev answered: 
"You understand that I cannot answer your protest as I have not 
received an answer from my headquarters." Colonel Sergeyev then 
started a discussion about the repairs to be made to the minsio?i 
house and stated that a Soviet repair engineer officer* will be 
at the mission house Monday to initiate repairs and requested tha. 
a US officer be present during time, of inspection. Colonel 
McQuail agreed and added that a complete list of damages and 
losses would be forwarded to SERB. 

3. Colonel Sergeyev at the conclusion of the meeting invited 
Colonel McQuail and members of the mission to attend a showing 
of the ' k f.|rst part of the Soviet film, "Idiot", Colonel 

Sergeyev was obviously making an effort to maintain good rel ; u..;._ >\ 
between SERE and USMLM by extending the invitation and In h.i.o 
sendiog- the Soviet engineer to the mission house to start 

repairs.
